One shelter 
a haven for 
LGBT youth 


There are io agencies in Chicago that provide 
shelter to homeless youth, but one stands out 
from the rest, its operators say 

The Crib has been run out of the basement 
of the Lakeview Lutheran Church since Janu- 
ary 20ii. Eighty percent of the youth served 
at The Crib are gay, and 30 percent of those 
youth are transgender, saidTedd Peso, govern- 
ment relations manager for the Night Minis- 
try which runs The Crib with the church. 

Peso said many of The Crib’s youth have 
been kicked out of their homes or left because 
their sexual orientations didn’t meet approval 
from their families. 


“The young people 
we meet at The 
Crib are most 
at risk of falling 
through the cracks. 
We give them a 
couple of warm 
meals, a place to 
do their laundry. 
Our staff is there to 
help process things 
with young people,” 
Peso said. 


The Crib has 20 beds, and staff mem- 
bers conduct a lottery when demand is 
greater than supply People hoping to 
get in for the night have to arrive before 
9 p.m. 

Homeless youth seeking a bed pick a name 
and put it on a slip of paper. Staff members 
at The Crib pull 20 slips, one by one, out of 
a bucket. The winners get to stay and those 
whose names are not picked have to find 
somewhere else to spend the night. 

Those who get to stay participate in chores 
to build real-world skills. There also are op- 
portunities to lead through group meetings, 
Peso said. 

“A lot of the young people, they don’t know 
to balance a checkbook, put together a bud- 
get, how to prepare those meals,” Peso said. 
“What our programs do is we provide them 
with the tools to live independent lives.” t.s.

NOT ALONE: 11,000 
14-TO 21-YEAR-OLDS 
LIVING IN THE CITY 
ARE HOMELESS

Like many 18 -year-olds, Precious “Mya” 
Smith is learning how to set goals for her- 
self: 

» Finish high school coursework. 

» Look into applying for college. Smith 
is particularly fond of Roosevelt Universi- 
ty because of its intimate feel and its new 
Wabash Building, a glass tower ensconced 
in blue, her favorite color. 

» Find a home. 

This last goal is the one that keeps 
Smith up at night. Since December, she 
has been homeless, bouncing between 
The Crib and Safe Haven shelters in Chi- 
cago, and occasionally sleeping on the 
Red Line overnight. 

“It’s like a challenge every day,” Smith 
said about the shelter lottery process to 
determine her home for the night. “Be- 
cause if you get in, that’s fine and you’re 
safe. But if you don’t get in, then you’re 
not fine and you’re not safe.” 

The Chicago Coalition for the Home- 
less, a network of social service agencies, 
estimates there are about n,ooo home- 
less Chicagoans between 14 and 21 years 
old, about 10 percent of the homeless 
population. Service experts say there’s no 
way of knowing for sure how many Chica- 
goans don’t have a home, though the city 
is trying to figure that out— on Jan. 22, 
it completed a one-day census of people 
sleeping in shelters and on the streets. 

The biennial count, which the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment requires, will give the city an idea 
of how to allocate its resources, which 
agencies say have recently been stretched 
thin because of demand. 

Last month, service agencies asked the 
CTA to approve a discounted fare card 
for homeless youth who don’t regularly 
attend school but need the card to look 
for jobs or receive services. The CTA said 
it would work with the agencies to try to 
help. 

Separately, the city plans to allocate 
$4.8 million this year for new and expand- 
ed homeless services, said Matt Smith, 
spokesman for the city Department of 
Family and Support Services. This money 


will go to more shelter beds and perma- 
nent housing solutions. 

Precious Smith’s go-to shelter has been 
The Crib, located in the Lakeview Lu- 
theran Church, ever since she decided 
to become homeless. Her mother died 
of breast cancer when she was in seventh 
grade. For four years, she lived with her 
sister until some personality clashes led 
her to leave behind her home in Roseland 
a few weeks before Christmas. Other 
family members don’t know Smith is 
sleeping at homeless shelters, she said. 

Smith, formerly a senior at Ralph El- 


lison High School in Auburn Gresham, 
dropped out of school. She packed a bag 
of clothes, soap, deodorant and her fa- 
vorite Bath and BodyWorks Paris Amour 
scent and headed to the North Side, 
where she spends her days at the Broad- 
way Youth Center in Lakeview before 
heading over to The Crib to try to win a 
lottery for one of its 20 beds. 

Smith has been pretty lucky in the lot- 
tery-only a few times has she gone to 
the Safe Haven, a 20 -bed shelter in North 
Lawndale, instead. The Red Line is her 
last, and most dreaded, choice. 


“It’s so nerve-racking,” Smith said of 
the Crib lottery, which involves slips of 
paper and a bucket. 

Tedd Peso, government relations man- 
ager for the Night Ministry, which runs 
The Crib, said agencies increasingly have 
been unable to help some of those in 
need. 

“I would say our shelters are fuller; 
there’s more demand for our services, 
meaning we’re turning more people 
away,” Peso said. “The people we’re serv- 
ing have not experienced homelessness 
for the first time.” 

Over the years, there have been a cou- 
ple of city plans to tackle homelessness in 
Chicago. In 2003, former Mayor Richard 
M. Daley advocated for a 10 -year plan 
to curb homelessness, which called for a 
move away from emergency shelters and 
toward permanent, affordable housing 
options. 

Currently, the city is working from 
Mayor Emanuel’s Plan 2.0: A Home for 
Everyone. The city hopes to increase the 
capacity of the youth housing system, 
which includes shelters and transitional 
housing, from 266 beds to 800 beds by 
2019. Other goals include improving cri- 
sis intervention and family mediation 
services and boosting support within 
Chicago Public Schools. 

“This plan was assembled with the in- 
put of more than 500 stakeholders from 
Chicago’s homeless scene,” Matt Smith 
said. “When they made their recommen- 
dations, they rejected what didn’t work, 
built on what did and weren’t afraid to 
think out of the box.” 

Precious Smith, too, has learned to 
think outside the box. She has found what 
works for her is setting small goals every 
day in the hope they will lead to larger 
accomplishments. She said she will start 
taking classes this month to get her GED. 
She plans to sign up for food stamps and 
transitional housing. 

She’s not sure what she wants for a ca- 
reer but she said she enjoys reading and 
writing, especially in her journal. One of 
the points she wants to convey is that 
even though she is homeless, she is not 
alone. 

“I think being homeless isn’t really 
homeless. It’s just house-less. I still do ev- 
erything that people that have homes do. 
It’s just I don’t have as much and I take it 
with me everywhere.”

CTA plans to spend $2 billion 
making its fleet younger

The CTA announced plans Wednesday to keep 
its trains rolling in more ways than one, with 
back-to-back purchases of new rail cars aimed at 
slashing the average age of the fleet in less than 
io years if the money becomes available. 

CTA officials promised to scrutinize any 
designs that might include more center-facing 
seats as the agency contemplates spending up to 
$2 billion on as many as 846 next-generation rail 
cars. The first order would be for 100 cars, arriv- 
ing in Chicago beginning in about three years, 
officials said. 

The move comes as the CTA, which also is 
buying hundreds of new buses and overhauling 
many old buses, last month raised the price of 
all CTA fare passes to help balance the budget.

Portage Park and South Lawndale each have 
recorded two homicides so far this year, a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary police data 
found. 

In Portage Park, a 21-year-old man was shot 
to death Friday in the 3900 block of North 
Central Avenue, police said. Portage Park 
logged four homicides last year, according to 
RedEye data. 

In South Lawndale, a 31-year-old man was 
fatally shot Sunday in the 4100 block of West 
30th Street, officials said. South Lawndale 
recorded 13 homicides last year, RedEye 
determined. 

Meanwhile, a 29-year-old woman was shot to 
death Friday on the Lake Shore Drive ramp to 
the Stevenson Expressway, police said. 

January ended last week with 43 homicides, 
up from 40 homicides in 2012, RedEye found. 

Police initially had said a woman was beaten 
to death Jan. 27 in Auburn Gresham, but the 



Cook County Medical 
Examiner’s Office ruled 
that the woman died of 
natural causes. 

Three homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Twenty-nine homicides were re- 
corded in February 2012, according to RedEye 
data.

The announcement, which had been expect- 
ed, is seen as an attempt to force Congress to 
deal with the Postal Service’s increasing finan- 
cial woes. Congress has tried to reorganize the 
agency, but efforts have been derailed because 
of politics. 

Material prepared for a Wednesday news 
conference by Postmaster General Patrick R. 
Donahoe says that Postal Service market re- 
search and other research has indicated that 
nearly 7 in 10 Americans support the switch to 
five-day delivery as a way for the agency to re- 
duce costs. 

“The Postal Service is advancing an impor-

Boozer’s 
bringin* it

If you were looking for a reason why the 
Bulls have been so successful without 
Derrick Rose, you could go in a number 
of directions. 

You could credit coach Tom 
Thibodeau and the “defense first” and 
“next man up” mentality he has in- 
stilled. You could look at the emergence 
of Jimmy Butler and the infusion of en- 
ergy that is Nate Robinson. You could 
look at Luol Deng’s consistency and the 
improvement that turned Joakim Noah 
into an All-Star. 

But the player you might not have 
thought of is Carlos Boozer. 

Since late December, Booz has 
stepped up his game, at one point 
racking up 12 double-doubles out of 
15 games. His play (15.7 points, 9.6 re- 
bounds per game) is a big reason the 
Bulls are near the top of the Central Di- 
vision and the Eastern Conference. 

Boozer has taken a lot of heat from 
fans since coming to Chicago in the 
summer of 2010, but it’s hard to have 
any issues with his play this season and 
the responsibility he’s taken to ensure 
the Bulls achieve success. 

“I just want to win more games,” he 
said. “I think, to a man, we didn’t fin- 
ish 2012 the way we wanted to. And 
to a man, we wanted to play better— I 
wanted to play better.” 

“I feel like I have a lot of potential. 
Thibs has been running a lot more plays 
for me, giving me more minutes. I think 
when you’re on the court more, you 
have more of a chance to be effective 
for your team.” 

All the Bulls share one goal: holding 
things together until Rose comes back. 
Boozer is no different. While many 
have speculated that it’ll be an adjust- 
ment for Rose and his teammates once 
he does return, Boozer doesn’t foresee 
any problems. 

“No, I don’t think so,” he said. “I 
think if anything, we’ll be a lot more 
dangerous, I’ll tell you that. He’s a great 
player, and he’ll be able to jump right in. 
He’s already going through everything 
we do in practice almost, anyway. So I 
think he’ll fit right in and to be honest, 
I think it’ll be seamless.”

The buzz for Billy Sunday has been deafening— 
and don’t worry, it hasn’t cracked under pressure

Talk about pre-opening 
hype: Before Logan 
Square’s Billy Sunday 
had shaken its first dai- 
quiri, Details magazine 
named it one of the 
five best new “high-end 
cocktail bars” in Amer- 
ica. No pressure, right? 

Luckily, the two men 
behind the project had 
some experience under their belts. While he 
may not be a household name— yet— head 
bartender Alex Bachman made a splash on 
the Chicago cocktail scene at Avondale’s 
Yusho, where his food-friendly drinks 
complement an Asian street food-inspired 
menu from chef Matthias Merges. With Billy 
Sunday, the pair looked to create another hit, 
this one with the spotlight squarely shining 
on the cocktails. I stopped in on a snowy Sat- 


urday night to find out whether early press 
had jinxed the bar, or whether it was worthy 
of the buzz. 

Shake off the winter weather 

The snow clinging to my hat and boots 
melted as soon as I stepped through the 
front door. Not only was the bar toasty even 
near the door and windows, but the dark 
gray walls and antique accents like black-and- 
white portraits and vintage candle holders 
warmed my nostalgic heart. Though it was 
a Saturday night and the 50 -seat bar was 
nearly full of flannel-chic couples and girls 
who could have been off-duty Anthropolo- 
gie models, my host and server both were 
friendly and attentive. I was offered water 
while I waited for my table, and had all my 
questions about the cocktails answered 
slowly and without pretension. 

Stop reading and drink 

I had a lot of questions about the menu, 
which features some drinks that Bachman 
calls “reinterpreted classics” like a negroni, 
a daiquiri and a pisco punch, but with 
unfamiliar ingredients like Gran Clas- 
sico bitters and nutmeg gomme 
syrup. Many of these, including 
the tonics and bitters, are made 
in-house. While you could get 
bogged down asking about 
each ethereal detail, I found 
the cocktails tasted much 
less complicated than they 
sounded on paper— and 
at $10, they’re not priced 
like the fanciest of drinks, 
either. All of them, espe- 
cially the InWord & Deed, a 
floral, whiskey-and-egg-white 
cocktail with a kiss of sweetness, 
are nuanced, but mostly, they’re 
just delicious. The Kent— made

with gin, house-made tonic and the bark of a 
South American plant called cinchona— sim- 
ply tasted like the best damn G&T I’ve had 
in recent memory The menu mostly uses 
clear spirits, but the buttery and 
spicy bourbon-based creation 
named Cocktail proves 
that Bachman has a deft 
hand with dark liquors 
as well. So while it’s 
tempting to get lost 
Googling obscure 
ingredients on your 
phone under the 
table, it’s a much 
better use of your 
time to start sipping. 

Daiquiris and 
rabbit? Sure 

Where the cocktails are com- 
plex, the tight food menu from for- 
mer G.E.B. chef John Vermiglio is deliciously 
simple. A few “snacks” like crunchy fried pig 
ears ($7) and pickled sardines ($10) are fun to 
share, but the “things in jars” are the best bet 


for padding your stomach in anticipation of 
a few hours of drinking. I scraped every last 
fleck of the fresh, herbal tomato spread ($5) 
out of its jar, but found it bizarre that I had 
to order a side of bread ($6) along 
with it. While the assortment 
of three breads, baked at 
Old Town’s La Fournette, 
is high-quality and 
worth a few extra 
dollars, it might have 
been easier to fold 
that into the cost 
of the spread itself. 
Heartier fare, which 
Bachman calls a 
‘throwback to Sunday 
suppers,” included 
a polenta-like roasted 
cream of wheat entree ($12) 
and a rabbit pot pie ($18), pip- 
ing hot in a cast iron skillet topped 
with a biscuit crust. After my first bite of 
the creamy, perfectly salted pot pie, I didn’t 
even mind that I was sipping it alongside an 
incongruously tropical daiquiri ... or that I 
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Who’s Billy Sunday, anyway? 

A former White Sox player and evangelical preacher, Billy Sunday also was an active leader in the 
Temperance movement to ban alcohol. But head bartender Alex Bachman doesn’t think he’s an 
odd namesake for a bar. “He was a guy that was unflinchingly committed to what he believed in,” 
Bachman said. “He had a deep connection with city of Chicago, and we respect his commitment. 
In our own right, we’re deeply committed to hospitality and the city of Chicago.”

followed it up with three gooey PB&J dough- 
nut holes ($7). 

Make friends with the back bar 

True spirits aficionados won’t find any of 
Billy Sunday’s rare and defunct spirits listed 
on the main menu. Instead, the out-of- 
production rums and scotches line the upper 
shelves of the black wood and glass bar. “The 
back bar is very serious,” Bachman said. “One 
of the main reasons we did {Billy Sunday] 
was to have a home for this inventory that 
had been building for five years.” Chartreuses 
and vintage amaros may not interest the 
casual drinker, but guests with a Fernet itch 


to scratch will find themselves more than 
satisfied. 

Bottom line 

Billy Sunday’s thoughtful decor, pricier food 
and intricate drinks won’t pull PBR drinkers 
from nearby dive bars— but no matter. There 
are plenty of cocktail devotees who will flock 
here based on early buzz, then stick around 
for the well-priced and well-made drinks. As 
well they should.

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A whiskey- 
lover’s rum 


Brugal 1888 is aged as a 
rum-whiskey mix of sorts

On a recent trip to the Dominican Republic, 
we tried as much rum as we could find and, as 
whiskey drinkers, were left bored. Even some 
of the recommended labels seemed thin and 
one-dimensional. But then we found the 
fancy stuff. Success. 

One of those successes is available on 
shelves in the U.S., and it’s little wonder that 
it appealed to a dedicated whiskey-lover. 

Brugal 1888 is the company’s first rum to 
be aged twice— first in white American oak, 
then in used sherry casks. The result is more 
than just a spirit distilled from molasses or 
sugar cane (Brugal uses molasses). It creates 
something close to a rum-whiskey hybrid. 

At $50, Brugal 1888 also is one of the more 
expensive rums on American shelves, and 
a member of the growing premium rum 
market. 

“The big challenge was using a differ- 
ent kind of wood,” said Juan Campos, the 
company’s brand development manager in 
the Americas. 

Brugal 1888, named for the year the com- 
pany was founded, is the same base spirit as 
Brugal’s other rums. The difference is simply 
the wood in which it is double-distilled and 
double-matured. As opposed to younger 
rums, all that exposure to wood lets 1888 take 
on multiple layers: vanilla, maple, molasses 
(of course) and light oak. Smooth and lack- 
ing the burn of many younger rums, 1888 is 
worth sipping as you would whiskey— neat, 
with a little water or an ice cube— even if it 
has a thicker body than most whiskeys. 

Though Brugal already had been plan- 
ning a premium rum, Campos said 1888 was 
in part a product of The Edrington Group, 
which owns several Scotch distilleries, 
becoming a majority shareholder of the pre- 
viously family-owned company in 2008. The 
1888 is aged in the same sherry casks used to 
age The Macallan, also an Edrington product. 

“We call it the son of the marriage,” 
Campos said. “It combines the heritage and 
knowledge of making rum with knowledge of 
the wood.” 

The result is rum that even a whiskey-lover 
can love.
